W A SH IN G TO N (A P) — Gen. William C. Westmoreland 
told Congress today the only strategy that can defeat the Com­ 
munist enemy in Vietnam *‘is one of unrelenting military , political 
and psy chological pressure on his whole structure— at all lev els.” 
This appeared a call for increased escalation, possibly in­ 
cluding broadened bombing of North Vietnam and commitment 
of more U.S. troops to battle Communist forces in South Vietnam. 
Confident of Victory 
In an unprecedented personal report to Congress by a war 
commander, Westmoreland de-^ 
scribed U.S. forces as “ unbeata­ 
ble” and said they hav e been 
successful in destroy ing Com­ 
munist main force units. 
He said, “ I can assure y ou 
here and now” that the Com­ 
munist stratagem called “ war of 
national 
liberation” 
will

Aaron Burr's Hole in American History 


The 
duel 
precipitated by a 
French parliamentary hothead in 
Paris, 
although painless, natu­ 
rally bizarre Aaron Burr, one of 
the 
most 
astounding men in 
American history. 
Probably 
the greatest single 
weakness in our educational sys­ 
tem is the shocking failure of 
our colleges and universities to 
require American history. 
Two-thirds of them fail to re­ 
quire it. 
Even one out of four 
of our teachers’ colleges requires 
no study of American history. 
More than half of them do not 
even require it before entrance. 
Our history is the sum of in­ 
numerable biographies, and more 
than we may realize is revealed 
by the biography of the man who 
killed Alexander Hamilton and 
lost the Presidency of the Unit­ 
ed States to Thomas Jefferson 
by one vote. 
Burr’s father was the second 
president of the college of New 
Jersey, 
now 
Princeton, 
from 
whicli Aaron Burr graduated in 
1772. 
He earned well a place on 
Gen. George Washington’s staff, 
but Burr was one of those people 
whom vanity, combined with a 
quick intelligence, forces to be 
different. 
And he had an arro­ 
gance which was made up of 
staring at you. measuring your 
value, and deciding you weren’t 
there. 
In 1791, at age .35, he was 
elected to the U.S. Senate, de­ 
feating 
Alexander 
Hamilton’s 
father-in-law in the process, a 
quirk of fate that added coals

one 
American gold dollar was worth 
40 pa|>er ones. 
As first Secre­ 
tary of the Treasurer, Hamilton 
struggled 
with 
this 
debacle. 
Burr Jeered him. 
Hamilton was 
the continual adviser of Presi­ 
dent 
Washington. 
Washington 
never trusted Burr. 
When John 
Adams (to die at 90) succeeded 
Washington as President Hamil­ 
ton grow antipathetic. To his 
antipathy 
against 
Adams 
he 
sacrificed much prestige; to his 
bitterness against Burr his life. 
In New York Burr was the 
first man to organize and man­ 
ipulate the Tammany Society for 
political purposes. This gave him 
his Federal base and in 1800 he 
was placed on the Presidential 
ticket with Thomas Jefferson. 
Jefferson was elected Presi­ 
dent by just one vote. In the 
Electoral College balloting Burr 
tied with Jefferson: 73-73. 
Hal only one more man pre­ 
ferred Aaron Burr, with all that 
he represented in the stormy 
subsequent history of our coun­ 
try, he would have been Presi­ 
dent instead of immortal Thom­ 
as Jefferson. 
The tied election, of course, 
had to be referred to the House 
of 
Representatives. 
Hamilton 
was not a Jeffersonian but his 
opposition to Burr was famous, 
and effective. 
However, 
when 
roll call after roll call was taken 
Thomas Jefferson did not win 
until the 36th ballot. William 
C. C. Claiborne of Tennessee cast 
the deciding vote. 
Burr, 
chosen 
Vice-President, 
presided with distinction over 
the Senate, and Jefferson, in 
to a fire long smoldering be- 
t u r n , won re-election overwhelm- 
twoen Burr and Hamilton. 
I ingly by 162 of the Electoral 


College’s 176 votes. But talented, 
popular Burr had ran (1804) for 
the governorship of New York— 
where i m p l a c a bl e Hamilton 
worked in their home arena to 
make him suffer a second de­ 
feat. 
Burr forced a duel with pis­ 
tols at 10 paces at the same 
spot at Weehawken, New Jer­ 
sey, where Hamilton’s eldest son 
had fallen in a duel in 1801. 
The affair was viewed as a 
national 
calamity 
and 
made 
Burr an outcast from the social 
and political life of our country. 
Some evidence supplied chiefly 
by Gen. James Wilkinson, our 
commander 
in 
New 
Orleans, 
purported to show that Burr 
planned to lead an expedition 
into Mexico to win Mexico for 
the United States, or for him­ 
self, or perhaps detach the ter­ 
ritory west of the Alleghanies. 
Jefferson, always suspicious of 
Burr, had him arrested for trea­ 
son. In 1807 Chief Justice John 
Marshall presided over his trial 
in 
Richmond. 
This 
was 
our 
greatest 
jurist’s 
greatest 
mo­ 
ment. History confirms the not 
guilty verdict, but public opinion 
forced Burr to flee to Europe for 
four years. 
He lived there in pathetic cir- 
cumstancps on borrowed funds 
and returned only in answer to 
entreaties of his daughter. The 
lone man, former Senator, for­ 
m er Vice-President and all-but- 
President, 
reopened 
his 
New 
York law office and for 22 more 
years gave himself to this pro­ 
fession until he died on Septem­ 
ber 144, 1836. 
Burr’s shot had also killed 
Burr.

WASHINGTON — Next week 
may be crucial in relation to the 
1968 
Congressional 
campaign. 
Many members of Congress, irre­ 
spective of party, may not yet 
realize it, but they will be cast­ 
ing a die which can determine 
their fate at the polls. 
Democratic leaders appear to 
have reached the decision that 
they would like to seat Adam 
Powell as a member of Congress 
and reverse the action taken by 
the House in January. 
But the 
individual members will have to 
make up their own minds as to 
how they will wish to be re­ 
corded. 
For the experience of the Tru­ 
man administration in the 1952 
election may be repeated. 
At 
that time, there was a tendency 
among 
Democratic 
leaders 
to 
brush aside the stories about ir­ 
regularity inside the government 
and to assume that the voters 
would forget all about it. 
Yet 
the slogan of the campaign which 
the opponents of the Democratic 
administration 
used effectively 
was 
"Communism, 
Corruption 
and Korea." 
Adam Clayton Powell’s record 
of 
behavior 
has 
been 
widely 
publicized, and his misuse of 
government funds has been ex­ 
plicitly set forth by a committee 
of the House of Representatives. 
No issue will be talked about as 
much in the next Congressional 
campaign as the Powell case, not 
only in the primaries but in the 
elections. 
Opposing 
candidates 
will point an accusing finger at 
an incumbent member and say, 
"he voted for Powell." This will 
be enough to turn the tide in 
many an election district. 
For the Powell case is under­ 
stood by the vast majority of the 
voters, particularly the women. 
It was their indignation which 
was conveyed to Congress last 
time the Powell case was up for 
consideration.

The explanation has been of­ 
fered that the residents of the 
Harlem -district have a right to 
send anybody they wish to Con­ 
gress and that, in the face of 
the damaging recital of the mis­ 
deeds of Powell, they voted over­ 
whelmingly to return him

Congress, it is their misfortune 
and their loss. 
Some members of Congress 
are saying that, if Adam Clay­ 
ton Powell changed his personal 
attitude and were not so scorn­ 
ful in his comments about his 
colleagues, he might win friends 
at the capitol. 
But the basic 
question that will arise in the 
next campaign is why the De­

The whole episode is reminis­ 
cent of the situation which gave 
rise to the cries of "corruption" 
prior to the 1952 campaign. The 
Powell issue is one which is fully 
understood throughout the coun­ 
try. 
While there are some dis­ 
tricts with a heavy Negro popu­ 
lation which will try to make a 
racial issue out of it, the ma­ 
jority of the people in other dis­ 
tricts will determine, without re­ 
gard to such arguments, whether 
they wish to re-elect any mem­ 
ber of Congress who voted to 
seat Powell. 
The significance of the whole 
Powell controversy apparently is 
being underestimated by some 
members of Congress today. But 
there are others who realize that 
it has already aroused resent­ 
ment among voters in every part 
of the country. 
The resolution passed by the

January declared unequivocally 
that Adam Clayton Powell could 
not be seated in the 80th Con­ 
gress, which means for a period 
of two years. 
If the House of

He cited federal 
figure* to indicate that in 1965 
two million Americans were in 
prison, in juvenile detention, or 
on prob ation, and that two out 
of every five, or 40 per cent of 
male youngsters, would b e ar­ 
rested for other than "moving 
crimes.” 
Crime In Htreets 
"Crime in the street” was the 
topic of much talk, said the City 
Judge, b ut citizens too often did 
little or nothing to help. "They 
find fault, they claim the police 
are inefficient, or they speak of 
'I^acD Pantie Justice.’ ” 
Decisions 
of 
the 
Supreme 
Court that have b een under fire 
from aroused citizenry are often 
the result of lack of under­ 
standing on the part of the 
citizens, said the Judge. 
That the Constitution of the 
United States guarantees certain 
safeguards to its citizens was 
emphasized 
b y 
Judge 
Richter 
with reference to several of the 
decisions of the courts. 
He pointed to 
the decision 
hailed b y many citizens as b eing 
in error, concerning the b anning 
of prayers'at the opening of ses­ 
sions 
of 
pub lic 
schools. 
The 
Judge referred to this as "an 
emotional uproar” without tak­ 
ing into consideration the Con­ 
stitution's guarantee of religious 
freedom—the b asis upon which 
this country was founded. 
End J u stify M e« ns 
He spoke of the "end justifying 
the means" in reference to the 
constitutional guarantee of safe­ 
ty in the home from search and 
seizure. ,and spoke of confessions 
as violating the idea that "no 
man is compelled to b e a witness 
against himself.” The Judge said 
that voluntary statem ents were 
not b arred and neither was gen­ 
eral questioning at the scene of 
a crime. 
He pointed out that once a per­ 
son is restrained in his lib erty 
or taken into custody b y the po­ 
lice, that they must now inform 
the arrested person of his right 
to counsel and to remain silent. 
The Supreme Court said that the 
constitutional right to counsel 
"is hollow and) meaningless if it 
is given only after the confes­ 
sional stage.” 
Judge Richter then spoke of 
local court decisions and the 
editorial reference to them as 
"lace pantie justice.” 
The speaker said these edi­ 
torials inferred that the Judges 
of local courts "were either stu­ 
pid or dishonest.” and he entered 
a "not guilty plea” for himself 
to those inferences. He under­ 
lined the idea that the person 
who produced these editorials on 
"lace pantie justice” had "never 
investigated any case with me,” 
and 
he 
drew 
from 
this 
the 
thought that the editorials were 
"emotional and uninformed” and 
pictured them as “a man unwit­ 
tingly tearing down the respect 
for 
law and 
order 
and 
the 
courts.” 
Judge Richter stated that a 
judge had tho responsib ility of 
punishing a person, rehab ilitating 
a person, and protecting society, 
and must consider all of the 
angles of the case. "What makes 
this man tick" is a question that 
a judge must ask himself, said 
the city judge. He stated that 
the judge should take time to 
gather all the facts, that society 
must b e protected, that the crim­ 
inal should b e punished, and that 
something should b e attem pted 
to rehab ilitate the wTong -doer. 
Each case and each individual is 
different,” said Judge Richter in 
explanation of these ideas. 
"There is too much unjust 
criticism erf the courts." said 
Judge

that "I try not to b e hoodwinked 
or 
fooled

Slate Opening 
Of New Theater 
In Paltz Villag e 


New Paltz residents, who lost 
their one and only movie theatre 
to fire recently, received with 
particular enthusiasm this week 
the news that a new theatre 
is slated to open there in early 
June. 
Donald Bellinger, a student on 
leave from the State University 
of New York campus there, an­ 
nounced that he had purchased 
the former St. Joseph’s Hall and 
that plans for converting the 
b uilding into a film showplace 
will b e firmed up b y next week. 
Was Discotheque 
The b uilding 
has 
most 
re­ 
cently housed the Light Machine 
discotheque b ut will easily b e 
reconverted to a movie house in­ 
asmuch as it was formerly used 
as a theatre. Bellinger, who is 
active in various enterprises in 
the college town, including the 
running of a newspaper fran­ 
chise, says a corporation has 
b een formed to handle the b usi­ 
ness aspects of the enterprise 
and that his associates have all 
had extensive b ackgrounds in 
cinema operation. The corpora­ 
tion, he says, plans a thoroughly 
modern emporium, featuring air 
canditioning and plush carpet­ 
ing. 
The new owner said today 
that b ids for construction work 
to ready the b uilding will b e let 
soon, that things "are moving 
fast,” and that as soon as his 
architect returns from a b rief 
trip to the Midwest, work will 
b egin. He set the target date for 
the premier perfprmance in the 
as yet unnamed theatre as the 
first or second week of June; 
noting that the architect’s un­ 
expected ab sence had delayed 
plans 
b y 
approximately 
two 
weeks. 
Although the new New Paltz 
theatre will not accommodate as 
many patrons a.« the b uilding re­ 
cently razed b y fire, the hall is 
capab le of seating 325 patrons. 
Bellinger feels that, at some later 
date, it could b e enlarged to af­ 
ford seating for 400 or more 
b ringing it close to the capacity 
of the old b uilding, which had 
accommodations for 450 people. 
The new theatre will offer first 
run films from time to time and, 
b ecause New Paltz is a town and 
gown community, will show a 
cross-section of commercial and 
fine arts films to appeal to all 
segments of the community from 
townspeople to campus inhab i­ 
tants. Bellinger envisions chang­ 
ing the b ill twice weekly at this 
point in his planning. 
The new owner, who resides 
with his wife at 35 North Chest­ 
nut 
Street, 
New 
Paltz, 
pur­ 
chased the b uilding from Youth 
of New Paltz, Inc., headed b y 
S. Parks Glenn and Con Geb b ie, 
who had operated the disco club 
for teenagers. 
As former owners, they issued 
a joint statem ent congratulating 
Bellinger for taking action to 
meet the needs of the village and 
town for movie entertainment. 
While 
understandab ly 
disap­ 
pointed that the move spells the 
discontinuation 
o f 
the 
dis­ 
cotheque, Glenn and Geb b ie said 
it was their feeling that the 
b uilding could b e put to fuller use 
as a movie theatre than as a 
teenage club . There was also a 
possib ility, ' they said, that an­ 
other such club might b e opened 
at another time and in another 
place.

tors—who can more profitab ly 
use their money elsewhere—and 


b y many individuals who are at­ 
tracted b y faster growth situa­ 
tions. 
As with all groups, average 
action is not wholly relevant. 
Your Commonwealth Edison has 
done very well over a t°n-year 
period, whereas your Consolidat­ 
ed Edison, hurt b y rising costs 
and taxes, has had slower gains.

Typical Operation 
In a typical operation, a solic­ 
itor in work clothes rings the 
bell and says he just fiinished a

Check for dam­ 
aged areas of the gutters where 
fallen limbs or the weight of ice 
may have loosened supports, or 
bent the gutter sides down. 
Make sure you have proper 
drainage. Next time there’s a 
heavy rain, you can check this

observing if water 
spills over the edge or is carried 
off by the downspouts and away 
from the house where it can’t 
do damage to the home or lawn, 
or foundation plantings. 
If water is spilling over the 
gutters, it may cause a wet base­ 
ment, if you have one, or it may 
eventually undermine the foun­ 
dation ot a basementless house, 
causing acclimation and result­ 
ing wall and ceiling cracking.

Public opinion is divided about 
the desirability of having pigeons 
in

community, 
particularly 
those which have no permanent 
home and roost in any available 
building. 
Mixed Emotions 
The elderly, who pass the time 
of day 
in city 
parks 
feeding 
pigeons usually believe that they 
are beautiful harmless creatures. 
The pigeon fancier with a cote of 
racing or homing pigeons has a 
hobby which he believes is one 
of the finest, hut the caretakers 
of public buildings who have to 
clean up after the pigeons know 
that they are a nuisance. 
The scientist knows that pi­ 
geons can carry disease which 
does cause fatal illness in man. 
Histoplasmosis is a tuberculosis 
like disease of the lungs which 
hus been acquired on numerous 
occasions by persons who have 
cleaned out old buildings long 
inhabited by 
pigeons. 
Psitta­ 
cosis (parrot fever) can also hr 
carried by pigeons and a brief 
exposure to an infected pigeon 
may cause a severe pneumonia. 
Both of these infections can he 
fatal. 
Suspect Pigeons 
On March 18. 1967, when a 
resident of Bearsville. died from 
an unexplained pneumonia, the 
possibility arose that it might 
have been psittacosis since there 
were 
pigeons 
in 
the 
patient’s 
barn. 
The Ulster County De­ 
partment of Health immediately 
sent a team to Bearsville, ob­ 
tained permission from the de­ 
ceased’s wife to shoot the pi­ 
geons in the barn, and have them 
examined in the laboratory. The 
dead birds eventually ended up 
at 
the National Communicable 
Disease Center in Atlanta. Ga., 
which has facilities for idcntfy- 
ing the virus of psittacosis, a 
complicated 
laboratory 
proce­ 
dure. 
Along with the Bearsville 
pigeons went some pigeons from 
a flock in Ruby in which some 
unexplained pigeon deaths had 
recently occurred. 
"This week,” said Dr. Vernon 
B. Link, commissioner of Health 
for Ulster County, "we received 
the laboratory reports from At­ 
lanta. 
There was no evidence 
that 
either 
the 
pigeons 
from 
Bearsville or Ruby were suffer­ 
ing from psittacosis. 
This does 
not help explain the cause of 
death of the man from Bears­ 
ville. but it does mean that there 
is no known public health rea­ 
son to destroy pigeons in Ulster 
County at the present time.”

Q—I h av e an ingrowing toe­ 
nail. Wh at is th e best treatment 
for it? 
A—Since 
Ing ro wing toenails 
are caused by tigh t sh oes and 
socks, th e first step in treatment 
is to eliminate th is factor. 
Im­ 
p rop er cutting of th e nails will 
aggrav ate y our p roblem. 
Th e 
nails 
must 
be 
cut 
straigh t 
across. You sh ould also p lace a 
small wisp of cotton under both 
corners of th e nail. 
Ingrowing toenails 
are 
also 
made worse by moisture and an 
accumulation of dirt under th e 
nails. 
Wash 
y our 
feet 
and 
ch ange y our socks daily and. if 
th ey tend to p ersp ire ex cessiv e­ 
ly dust p owdered alum in y our 
sh oes ev ery morning. 
If th ese simp le meaures do not 
giv e y ou relief y ou sh ould eith er 
wear op en-toed sandals or h av e 
y our surgeon remov e th e section 
of th e nail th at is curled inward. 
Th is op eration will giv e only 
temp orary relief unless th e nail- 
bed under th e skin of y our toe on 
th e inv olv ed aide is comp letely 
destroy ed. 
Q—I am a h ousewife. I h av e 
a p ainful bunion on my left foot. 
Wh at it th e best treatment? 
A—If y our* is an uncomp licat­ 
ed bunion, an injection of h y dro­ 
cortisone into th e joint sh ould 
reliev e th e p ain. 
Since tigh t 
sh oes with h igh h eels are a cause 
of buions in women, y ou sh ould 
insist on being fitted with sh oes 
th at fit y ou and h av e low h eels 
Once a bunion h as formed th e 
only way to get rid of it i.« by 
surgical remov al, but before h av ­ 
ing th is done y ou sh ould make 
sure th at y our p ain is caused by 
y our bunion and not by arth ritis 
Q—In a recent column y ou 
recommended using an otintment 
for soft corns. Wh at kind of oint­ 
ment do y ou mean? 


A—The o intment most often 
p rescribed is Wh itfield’s. It con­ 
tains salicy lic acid, wh ich is a 
common ingredient of remedies 
for h ard corns. Th is acid causes 
p eeling of th e skin and also kills 
any fungus th at may be p resent 
in th e corn. Care must be taken 
to p rotect th e surrounding nor­ 
mal skin from th e destructiv e 
action of th e acid. 
Q—What it the cause of fi- 
brositis and wh at is th e treat­ 
ment? 
A—The cause of th is inflam­ 
matory disease of fibrous tissues 
surrounding joints may be a di­ 
rect injury , ov er-ex p osure to cold 
draft or an infection. Asp irin or 
h ot ap p lications often giv e relief. 
Th e disease usually wears itself 
out after a few weeks.

In keeping w ith the May Day 
spirit, the following by A braham 
Lincoln is a g ood q uote:

working people, of all nations, 
and tong ues, and kindreds,” the 
Socialists note.
